3. That the Attorney GenemI is authorized to seize and dispose of the forfeited property in 
accordance with the law, 

4. That should defendant fail to make payment as ordered, the United States Attomey retains 
the right to petition this Coiirt to conduct any discovery proper in identii^ng, locating or disposing 
of the property subject to forfeiture, or substitute assets, in accordance with Fed R. Crim. P. 
32.2(b){3). 

5* Pursuant to Fed, R. Crim. P. 32.2(b)(3), this Preliminary Order of Forfeiture shall become 
final as to the defendant at the time of sentencing and shall be made part of the sentence and included 
in th^ judgment. 

6. The Court shall retain jurisdiction to enforce this Order, and to amend it as necessary, 
pursuant to Fed. R. Crim. P 32.2(e). 



7. That the Clerk is directed to forward a true and certified copy of this order to all counsel 
of record and to the United States Marshals Service for the District of Columbia.
